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THE HISTORY OF 
THE MYSTIC SHRINE 


HE Ancient Arabic Order of the 

Nobles: of the Mystic Shrine was 
organized in New York City in 1871 by 
Dr. Walter M. Fleming and William J. 
Florence. 


On a tombstone in Greenwood ceme- 
tery in Brooklyn, N. Y., are engraved 
these words: 


"Wm. J. Florence, 
dramatist. 

Born, Albany, N. Y., July 26, 1831. 

Died Philadelphia, Nov. 19, 1912. 

Founder in America of the Order of 
the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine."

The original ritual of the Shrine, 
however, is in the handwriting of Dr. 
Walter M. Fleming, an eminent sur- 
geon and specialist of New York, and 
bears this legend: 


"The first complete ritual of the 
Ancient Arabie Order of the No- 
bles of the Mystic Shrine, writ- 
ten for the establishment of the 
Order in Western Hemisphere by 
Walter M. Fleming, M.D." 


Fleming and Florence collaborated 
in compiling the Shrine ritual, accord- 
ing to most authentic data available. 
Fleming was a Masonic student and 
an Arabie scholar. Florence gained 
distinction as a comedian, who played 
with the great Edwin Booth. 


Florence had traveled extensively in 
the Orient. His popularity and timely 
return from a trip abroad were used 
in the spirit to launch the new Order. 
He is said to have brought versions of 
an Arabic ritual to America after see- 
ing it celebrated in Algiers. 


The Order of the Nobles of the Mys- 
tic Shrine was instituted by the Mo- 
hammedan Kalif Alee, son-in-law of 
the Prophet Mahhammed, in the year 
A.D. 656, at Mecca in Arabia, as an 
Inquisition or Vigilance Committee. 
The late versions emanated from the 
fertile minds of Florence and Fleming. 


In the words of Dr. Fleming, their 
avowed object was, “to form a degree 
that would act as a relaxation and 
appeal to the humorous side of human 
nature, after the continuous work of 
the other Masonic degrees.” 


On June 16, 1871, Fleming and Flor- 
ence, with a group of thirteen Scottish 
Rite Masons and Knights Templar, 
met in New York City to launch the 
Order. 


Mecea Temple, the first Temple of 
the Order, was founded September 26, 
1872, in New York City. Four years 
later, a parent body—The Imperial 
Council—was formed and met in New 
York, June 6, 1876. The next day a 
charter was granted to the second 
Temple of the Order, Damascus Tem- 
ple of Rochester, N. Y. 


There are now 148 Temples in the 
United States, nine in the Dominion of 
Canada, one in Mexico and one in 
Hawaii, making a total of 159. Its 
330,000 members are Masons of high 
degree, either Knights Templar or 
thirty-second degree Scottish Rite Ma- 
sons. 


The Mystic Shrine owns and oper- 
ates fifteen hospitals for crippled chil- 


dren whose parents are unable to pay 
for treatment in private hospitals. In 
these hospitals have been treated and 
completely cured or materially bene- 
fited more than 70,000 crippled chil- 
dren, regardless of their race, ereed or 
color, and without cost to the child or 
its parents or guardian. 


These institutions are fully paid for 
and partially endowed. They repre- 
sent an investment of $10,000,000.00 
and cost $900,000.00 annually to oper- 
ate. They accommodate 800 children 
at one time and are rightfully referred 
to as “The World’s Greatest Philan- 
thropy.”
